The iniportance

Some thirty-odd years ago I discover- 
ed that an effective position at 
the top of the golf swing could be 
reached from a normal address 


position by making 


separate 


nt just three 
consecutive movements | 


—first, from the position of add- 
ress, by employing only the hands 
; and arms, to lift the club directly 

. ae es ovér the right shoulder (as: 
though to bash the ball into the ground), assuring’a full cocking of the 
wrists; second, to excute a full rotation of the trunk to the right, 
keeping the head immovable and using the spine as an axis; third, 


clubhiend at the top of the swing. 
To whatever degree this fecling 
Is present, the result Is that the 
cocking ‘of the wrists is com- 
pleted ns the unwinding of the 
trunk progresses. 


There Is nothing more im-! 


portant in thls whole pre- 
cedure than holding the head 
back, or even moving it back- 
ward, in tho act of striking. - 
The golfer spenks of “head- 
lifting’? and “locking -up.” 
Actually, he docs nc lift hls 
head because of any overcageor- 
ness to observe the result of the 
stroke. When trylng to strike 
the ball, the most natural thing 
in the world {s to look at ft. In 
almost every case, the head 
comes up because the wrists 
have been uncocked too goon, 
and with the angle between the 
left anm and the shaft of the 
elub being less acute, the head 
and shoulders simply must come 
up in order to afford room for 
the compiction of the swing. 


Cocking of wrists 


As nearly as I can describe 
dhe sensation of striking a galt 
ball, it'is a combination of a 


pull through with the Icit side, |- 


with a slapping action of thr 
right hand ang forcatm, the left 
being responsible for keeping 
the swing on track, or in ao 
‘groove, and the right being tho 
agent responsible for bringing 
the movement to a well-timed 
climax ns the ball is struck. 

An ample cocking of tho 
wrists and the retention of 
the greater part of the angle 
for use In the hitting area is 
not only important for good 
ttming and increasing the 
speed of the clubhead, but 
also absolutely necessary in 
order to enable the player to 
strike downward and so pro- 
duco backspin. 

When the angle between the 
left arm and the shaft of the 
club. becomes straight too carly 
in the downstroke, the club- 


up to the normal top-of-swing 


head at that polnt will ba too 
low, and the subsequent are will 
be too flat. 

The main thing ts that . the 
backswing should be long enough 
so that there may be no need 
for hurry In the downstroke. 
The alm should be to blend the 
backswing and the carly part of 
the downstrake into one 
smoothly flowing movement cul- 
minating in a maxirum effert 
and a maximum clubherd speed 
when the face of the club cen- 
tacts the ball. 


Hit through a ball 


The use of the word “cul- 
minating” immediately above 
may not have deen the result of 
an entirely happy choice. I am 
a bit fearful that it might have 
in it a suggestion of too much 
finalfiy, for it 1s an integral part 
of this conception of smoothness 
that the motion of the clubhead 
should not be stopped, or even 
impeded, as or alter it strikes 
the ball. 

Indeed, tho player must 
ulways be aware that he must 
hit through the ball and not 
merely at il 
He should strive for the ferl- 

ing that throughout the down- 
stroke he js contInucusly bulld- 
ing up momentum until his 
clubhead reaches the maximum 
possible speed, at which point 
he should turn the whole thing 
loose and allow the weight of 
the club and the effort cf swing- 
Ing to carry him alonz to a 
proper finish. 

A graceful. poiscd position at 
the finish of the stroke is not 
an end in Itself, but it Is nevore 
theless a very goed Indication of 
what has gone before.

The first stage of this Gov- 
einment hospital project — the 
Nursing School and quarters for 
nursing staff — has already 
been completed. 


Externally, the main hospital 
building will appear to be one 
single unit but, in order to re- 
duce the circulation areas as 
much cs possible, the building 
will ‘actually consist of two 
scparate 13-storey vertical units 
link:<l together ut) the lower 
round and first floor levels by 
the cdministration areas. 


There will be 30 bed wards 
rutning the full width of the 
building. ‘These wards will be 
so situated that they will obtain 
the maximum natural ventila- 
tion. 

All wards will be heated with 
warmed air during the winter. 
Air conditioning will be pro- 
vided in wards where necessary 
and in the specialist departments 
und operating theatres, 

The hospital will have a large 
vensurity department for hand- 
ling emergency = cases. There 
will not be a general out- 
patients depertmient but special- 
ist clinics will deal with paticnts 
i referred for consultation or who 
;may be attending for advice 
:after discharge from hospital.
